PROPOSALS for a new cinema and 
restaurant complex in Eltham Town 
Centre took a step forward when the 
royal borough’s cabinet agreed to take 
forward plans to turn a key council- 
owned building into a cinema. 

Leading cinema operators have already 
expressed an interest in the former Co-op 
department store, which was purchased 
by the council last year and it is hoped 
that the interest can be firmed up. The 
building in the middle of the High Street 
is the focus of proposals to stimulate 
the local economy and encourage more 
residents and visitors to the town during 
the evening. 

The borough held discussions with 
community representatives about the 
best possible uses for the building before 
putting the cinema proposal forward. 

Councillor Chris Roberts, Leader of 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 
“We’ve looked in detail at the proposal 
and are very confident that a new cinema 
and restaurant at the heart of Eltham 
Town Centre will make a big difference to 
the town. It will be a great provision for 
local people and we know that cinemas 
attract people and attract spend in town 
centres, which can only be good news 
for Eltham. A leading cinema operator 
also attracts high street restaurants to 
an area so we really are confident that 
this move will give a real boost to Eltham 
and its residents. The next step is to go

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Residents warned of 'burglary sticker' scam 


CRIME prevention officers 
are investigating a new 
burglary scam after dozens 
of calls from the public. 

It centres on door stickers 
giving details for a locksmith 
which have been posted on 
homes in Ridgebrook Road, 
Eltham, and other areas. 

The telephone number 
given doesn’t connect, giving 
rise to concerns that the 
stickers are a front for a 
sophisticated scam in which 
burglars are targeting homes 
which they believe are easy 
to break into. 

The stickers, printed with 


the words 24 hour locksmith 
and the number 020 3582 
8175, have been linked to 
one break-in in Wandsworth 
and local crime prevention 
officers have been warning 
residents about similar 
incidents in the royal 
borough through safer 
neighbourhood teams. 

A Met spokesman said: “We 
have received a number of 
calls reporting such stickers 
and are working to establish 
exactly where the stickers 
have been found and if they 
are linked to any burglaries. 

“At this stage we are only 


aware of one burglary, in 
Wandsworth, that has taken 
place at a property that had a 
sticker. 

“However, we cannot 
confirm the property was 
burgled because it had a 
sticker. 

“We would urge residents 
to be vigilant and report any 
sightings of stickers to their 
safer neighbourhood team. 
Contact details can be found 
at www.met.police.uk.” 

Officers have also issued 
crime prevention tips as part 
of Operation Bumblebee, 
an annual campaign to 


alert people to the risks of 
burglary during the darker 
nights. Tips are available at 
www.metbumblebee.org 

Cllr Maureen O Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for environment 
and community safety, said: 
“At this time of year, as the 
dark evenings draw in and 
we start buying Christmas 
presents, it’s particularly 
important to take care of our 
home security. 

“We urge residents to 
implement a range of crime 
prevention measures to deter 
burglars at all levels.” 


New life for former 
old people's home

WORK is under way to pull down 
a former old people’s home on 
Woolwich Common and replace it 
with a new development of 37 flats 
for people aged over 60. 

Mabel Polley House was named after a 
local councillor who served between 1945 
and 1968. She was Mayor of Woolwich in 
1962-63. 

It was built as a residential care home 
for the elderly in 1978. It has been empty 
for several years. 

The scheme is part of the council’s 
housing plans for older people, which 
include upgrading sheltered schemes 
and developing new ‘senior living’ homes 
that provide modern, purpose-built 
accommodation. 

Mabel Polley House is attached to two 
other council blocks, Watling House and 
Wordsworth House. So the work has to 
be done as delicately as possible to avoid 
disturbing the neighbours. 

The residents at which the new 
accommodation will be aimed are those 
moving from council-owned sheltered 
blocks or the three Woolwich estates as 
well as tenants wishing to downsize from 
currently under-occupied homes. 

The 37 one and two-bedroom flats due 
to be built are for able-bodied people, 
but can be adapted if residents become 
disabled in the future. 

Building work is due to finish in the 
spring 2015.

JAMES Yeomans might still be working 
the long hours he put in while an 
investment banker, but he has ditched 
the suit to run his own business. 

He and his girlfriend Emma Wheatley 
moved to the borough earlier this year 
and decided the Royal Arsenal was the 
perfect place to set up a brewery 

Often starting at 8am and finishing past 
9pm, the hours are still long, but the Hop 
Stuff Brewery is now in full flow. 

Two beers are on sale in pubs and bottles. 
A third will be launched at the music and 
mince pies evening, the latest event at 
the Greenwich Heritage Centre tomorrow 
(Wednesday, November 27). A fourth, just 
bottled, should be ready for Christmas. 

Jame said: “We moved here in March 
and fell in love with it. 

“We’re really excited and impressed 
with the place. It’s a very beautiful part 
of Greenwich and of London that a lot of 
people wouldn’t know about. 

“It looks like there are many positive 
signs and seedings of regeneration at the 
Royal Arsenal. The area has had its ups 
and downs but it’s definitely on the up.” 

James had long held an ambition to 
brew. “Finally things stacked up and I 
decided to go for it,” he said. “The dream 
has always been there, as it is for millions 
of people around the UK who want to stop 
work and do something on their own. 

“But it’s taking that leap of faith from 
safe employment.” 


He was able to pursue that dream 
through crowd funding, a relatively new 
social phenomenon which allows small 
investors to take a stake in new ventures. 

It took little more than a month for 
James and Emma to raise just over their 
£50,000 target - the third brewery to be 
funded through crowd funding. 

While he made using crowd funding look 
easy, he says there was a lot of hard work 
before going public to ask for money. 

“We’d done our homework and done 
a lot of canvassing,” James said. “We 
made sure we had a clear idea of what we 
wanted to do, which some groups who try 
to crowd fund don’t. 

“We made sure we were fully prepared 
and done a good job on our finances. 

“We were incredibly surprised at the 
amount of support, particularly locally.” 

Several pubs have agreed to take the 
ales, including the Dial Arch, where 
James pulled the first pints of his two 
beers, Pale Ale and Fusilier, recently. 

The third, Renegade IPA, will be 
launched at the heritage centre while 
the fourth is Gunners Porter, a stronger 
winter warmer which James describes 
as the “Christmas finishing beer - the 
one that really finishes the day off nicely 
when everybody falls asleep during the 
afternoon film.” 

They have also received a licence to sell 
from their brewery, even if the venue is 
not open to visitors just yet. 

Often working “from 7am to midnight” 
in investment banking, James now has 
an average 8am to 9pm day, on one day

filling 1,000 bottles with a machine that 
only holds four at a time. The brewery 
produces about 3,000 litres of beer a week 
from a 10-barrel brewing system. 

Plus then there is gaining feedback and 
he summed up the all-hours life of a small 
business by saying: “When we launched 
at the Dial Arch, I’d been drinking from 
about 7pm. Then one of our investors 
came in at about 11pm and I had to be all 
serious again.”

Construction training schemes 
planned for Kidbrooke

KIDBROOKE could get a new skills 
centre for about 1,000 trainees who 
want to work in the construction 
industry. 

It will give them entry level skills 
enabling them to gain basic qualifications 
and permits to work on construction sites 
and find long-term jobs. 

Councillors agreed the plans when the 
royal borough’s cabinet met last week 
(Wednesday, November 20). 

If formal planning permission is 
approved, the skills centre will become 
the fourth to be opened in the royal 
borough, following the Hadlow College 
equestrian and horticultural centre, 
the Ravensbourne digital college on the 
Greenwich Peninsula, and the hospitality 
centre at Charlton Athletic’s ground. 

The proposal for the £500,000 centre on 
council-owned land would see it run by 
a highly-rated training agency, who will 
lease the site at a peppercorn rent. 

There are also plans in the pipeline 
to build a second craft centre in either 
Woolwich or Charlton later. 


This will offer construction craft skills 
such as carpentry, plumbing, painting 
and decorating and plastering. 

It will also provide work experience, 
opening doors to jobs and apprenticeships. 

All the royal borough’s skills centres 
are run by providers who are leaders in 
their field, with strong links to employers 
and who attract funding from sources 
such as the skills funding agency and the 
national apprenticeship service. 

The new centre will be branded the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich Construction 
Skills Centre, and will have an outdoor 
area for practical training. 

It would be located in Kidbrooke 
Village, next to Holy Family School off 
Tudway Road. The council wants to see 
a minimum of 960 trainees a year joining 
entry level courses of a week long. 

It is planned that it will run one and 
two-day courses for a minimum of 240 
trainees a year. The aim is to get about 
1,400 people trained and supported at the 
skills centre every year. 

Providing planning requirements are 
met, building work will start on the site in 
February next year, ready for the centre 
to open in April. Cllr Denise Hyland, 
the royal borough’s cabinet member for 
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regeneration, said: “This is an important project 
for the royal borough, as part of an exciting 
regeneration programme of growth. 

“It will allow us to get people into training, 
earning qualifications, and making them the 
sort of recruits that employers want to take on. 

“The construction industry is set for rapid 
expansion, with the growing need for new 
homes and other buildings such as schools and 
commercial properties. 

“We want to help local people make the most of 
the opportunities that will be available.”

Restaurant pays out £12,700 for licensing breaches 


TWO breaches of the Licensing Act 
have cost the High Chaparral restaurant 
managers £12,700. 

The royal borough prosecuted staff 
at the Greenwich Church Street outlet 
after borough licensing officers posed as 
customers and determined that licensing 
rules were not being followed. 

At a two-day trial at Bromley Magistrates 
Court on November 11 and 12 premises 
licence holder Cuneyt Ozborme and 
designated premises supervisor Yavuz 
Ozborme both pleaded not guilty to 
charges of allowing late entry and selling 
alcohol where not accompanied by a main 
meal. 


However, magistrates determined 
that the defendants were guilty of both 
offences. 

The defendants were each fined £1,500 
for allowing late entry and £1,500 for 
selling alcohol where not accompanied by 
a main meal - £6,000 in total. 

Each of them also had to pay an 
additional victim surcharge of £300, and 
costs of £3,054. 

The licensing breaches therefore cost 
them £12,708 in total. 

The offences occurred on April 28, 2012 
and September 21 and 22, 2012 when 
licensing officers from the royal borough 
were investigating allegations of a breach 


of conditions by the management and 
posed as customers. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety and 
environment, said: “The vast majority of 
the royal borough’s restaurants comply 
with our licensing laws. 

“However, the case of High Chaparral in 
Greenwich shows that the royal borough 
acts decisively to bring businesses that 
fail to comply into line. 

“Our town centres are exciting and 
vibrant places to socialise in and we will 
not tolerate irresponsible behaviour by 
businesses that could harm the enjoyment 
of members of the public.” 


HIV tests offered as part of sexual health week 


SOUTH East London has some 
of the highest HIV infection 
rates in the UK - but a quarter of 
people with HIV are not aware 
they are affected. 

The news comes as health 
workers prepare for World 
Aids Day on Sunday December 
1, followed the next day by 
the start of Greenwich Sexual 
Health Week. 

Professionals from the Oxleas 
NHS Healthcare Trust will be 
promoting HIV prevention and 
sexual health during the week. 

And before that, a specialist 
team from Oxleas will be at the 
Woolwich Centre in Wellington 
Street on Friday November 29 to 
encourage HIV testing. 

The Metro Centre in Greenwich 


High Road, which 
serves gay, lesbian 
and bisexual 
people, will be 
handing out 
World Aids Day 
red ribbons at 
train stations and 
promoting HIV 
testing. 

Metro's Outreach 
team will also 
be working 
with schools 
and colleges 
throughout the 
week 

A new online home testing 
programme for sexually 
transmitted infections, 
including HIV, will be promoted 


throughout the week. 

Rapid at-point-of-care 
HIV tests, with results 
available in one minute, 
will be made available 
free of charge via 
trained professionals 
including GPs. 

The Greenwich 
Sexual Health free 
condom scheme will 
also be publicised 
throughout the week, 
along with the new STI 
and HIV testing clinic 
for Africans based at 
Clover Health Centre in 
Woolwich New Road. 

Latest figures show that 
and African communities and 
men who have sex with men 


continue to be the most 'at risk' 
groups. 

In recent years, treatment for 
HIV has improved significantly, 
but there is still no cure. 

People infected with HIV who 
are on treatment can live long, 
healthy lives, but early diagnosis 
is critical. 

World AIDS Day is held on 
December 1 each year and gives 
people worldwide the chance 
to unite in the fight against HIV, 
support people living with the 
disease, and commemorate 
those who have died. 

Around 1 00,000 people in the 
UK are now living with HIV.

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T HE ROYAL borough is all set to 
deal with falling temperatures if 
they give way to frost, ice and snow. 

Its winter weather plan includes a range of 
measures to help residents stay mobile and safe 
during the toughest conditions. 

The council’s road gritting service is on standby 
from October to March and ready to keep the 
borough’s footways and carriageways in a safe 
and passable condition during periods of severe 
weather. This year the council has stockpiled 
more than 2,000 tonnes of grit ready to tackle icy 
conditions. Trained gritting teams are at the ready 
and the weather is monitored daily so they can be 
well prepared. 

A fleet of six gritter trucks and a team of hundreds 
ready to trawl the borough gritting roads and 
thoroughfares should freezing weather set in. The 
new computerised vehicles have tracking systems 
and high tech capabilities for adjusting the spread 
the salt according to varying conditions. 

The team can pre-salt roads, where rock salt is 
used to prevent ice from forming; or post-salt, 
where rock salt is used to melt ice and snow that 
has already formed; as well as shovelling snow. 

Royal borough roads and footways are gritted 
on a priority basis with main roads, bus routes, 
emergency service depots, major junctions and 
transport hubs gritted first. The council will 
also try to grit or clear slopes and stairways in 
communal areas on council estates where possible. 

The council is encouraging residents to help 
their neighbours especially the elderly. If residents 
are concerned about the effects of winter, or are 
worried about a relative or an elderly neighbour, 
they can contact the royal borough’s Stay Warm 
Stay Safe freephone customer services number on 
0800 779 7033. 

You can also do your bit by following a few simple 
tips: 

• Start early, it will be much easier to remove 
fresh, loose snow. However it’s not advisable to 
use hot water as it often replaces the snow with 
black ice. 

• Be a good neighbour and check that elderly 
and vulnerable people you know are ok in the 
cold weather, and as many will not be able to 
clear snow and ice please help when you can. 

• Think about where you are putting your 
shovelled snow and take care that it does not 
block other people’s paths or drains. 

• Adding salt to an area that you are clearing 
will help prevent ice forming. Table or dishwater 
salt will work fine. 

• Allow the sun to melt ice by removing the top 
layer of snow in a driveway or path. 

Residents are also encouraged to take a 
common sense approach to helping clear paths 
and pavements outside their front doors, and 
those of their neighbours. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member with responsibility for highways, said: 
“The royal borough is well prepared for the 
possibility of extreme weather over the winter 
and we are encouraging residents to be proactive 
in preparing for cold spells over the next few 
months. Please don’t be put off clearing paths 
because of any legal implications. Use common 
sense and your actions will contribute to a safer 
and more accessible neighbourhood. “We need our 
residents to prepare for the cold weather and work 
with us to keep the borough moving and ticking 
over. You can make a big difference by doing small 
things like brushing away snow near your home 
and checking in on elderly neighbours.”

- and that is Greenwich Theatre. 

Having first written the theatre’s 
panto in 2005, he is now starring as 
the pantomime dame at Greenwich 
for the eighth year running. 

Brought up in Yorkshire, he has 
ended up in Greenwich for three 
months of each year through Hilary 
Strong, who used to run the theatre, 
having met her in Bath where he was 
a member of a company for seven 
years. 

“The Greenwich Theatre audience 
have grown along with us,” said 
Pollard, who will be playing Fruity 
Fifi in this year’s production, Puss in 
Boots. 

“It’s like the show seems to belong 
to the community and I feel a really 
big sense of pride,” he said. “We’re 
part of people’s Christmas.” 

While he writes for other theatres 
throughout the year - including Stoke 
on Trent - and has performed in such 
productions as Around the World 
in 80 Days - returning to Greenwich 
gives him the chance to “create the 
whole thing”. 

It gives him as an actor three 
months’ work and this year he has 
chosen to revive a storyline which is 
not often performed. 

“It’s not done very much anymore 
and there was talk about doing Jack 
and the Beanstalk this year, which 
we’ve done before,” admits Pollard. 

“But I felt we’d done it too recently 
and they’ve allowed me to do this - it’s 
great to bring a panto back. 

“Haringey are also doing Puss in 
Boots and they have never done 
it before - and we’re the only two 
theatres in the country doing it,” he 
said proudly. 

And he promises, just like many 
pantos, that there will be humour for 
all the family. 

“It’s a bit like Shrek in that the film 
is like a panto - it works on two levels,

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Sinha made to work hard for third title in a row

SABRINA Sinha won individual gold for 
the third year running at the London 
Youth Games cross country event - but it 
was her tightest victory yet. 

As expected, the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich runner’s closest rival for the 
under-15 title was Katy-Ann McDonald, 
from Wandsworth. 

The pair had a tight finish, with 
Sabrina out-sprinting her rival in the 
closing stages to win by just two seconds, 
leaving the chasing pack on Parliament 
Hill a further 24 seconds behind. 

Cambridge Harrier Sabrina, 14, 
finished the muddy and hilly 2km course 
in seven minutes 11 seconds. 

Sabrina, supported by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks, won the under-13 event 
two years ago and the under-15 title last 
year. 

She said of her hat-trick: “It’s amazing 
to win again. I started off well but Katy- 
Ann soon caught up. I had to sprint to 
the finish which I didn’t like. Getting my 
third win here and being the favourite is 
really scary because I’ve got people like 
Katy-Ann and everyone else I competed 
against and they’re all really good. 

“I know the competition was high 
today, so I knew I had to go out and 
give it my all for the whole race. It was 
definitely going to be a close finish which 
got me really worried but I’m really 
happy and proud to win for my borough. 

“Parliament Hill is a really difficult 
course. I don’t think there is a part where 
there isn’t a hill or muddy ditch - no part 


of the course can be called easy. It’s a 
tough course and to come and win it is 
amazing. It shows how tough you are and 
gives you a bit of confidence for the rest 
of the season.” 

In the team event for the under-15 
age-group, Greenwich finished third 


from 32 teams. Her team-mates Hannah 
Tompkins finished 17th and Zoe 
Tompkins 21st. Wandsworth were second 
and Bromley first. 

Across age-groups from under 13s to 
under 17s, about 1200 competitors took 
part.
